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SMITH THREW ACID IN WOMAN'S EYES: 
BROUGHT HERE TO ESCAPE LYNCHING 


Mrs. Hillard Will Lose Both Her Eyes--Macon Citizens Sai 


They Would lynch him, 


GREAT EXCITEMENT PREVAILED 


He Was Breught to Atlanta for Safe 
Keeping, 


WHAT HE HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT 


Claims That He Is Innocent—Tele- 
gram from Macon Tells an Ugly 
Story—Woman’s Husband 
Wanted Venge- 
ance. 


W. DPD. Smith. a white man, was brought 
to Atlanta last night from Macon to save 
him from being roughly handled by a 
erowd which was thought to be organiz- 


ing to give him summary punishment for |

The woman who received this treat- 
ment is Mrs. S. M. Hillard, the wife 
a man who runs a dray line in Macgn. 

The news from Macon of the affair 
states‘ that if Smith had not been sent 
to Atlanta he might have been lynched, 
so intense was the feeling against him. 
“Smith denies that he threw the acid 
into Mrs. Hillard’s face. He admits be- 
ing near the house when the 
crime was committed, but alleges chat 
he was only walking by the residence 
on his way tto his boarding house. He 
has the appearance of a man who has 
been on a spree. 

The telegram from Macon to The Con. 
stitution is as follows: 

Macon, Ga., December 9.—(Secial.)—W. 
D. Smith, a white man, Wus arrested this 
morning by the poiice for throwing vitriol 
in the face of Mrs. Hiilard, proprietress 
of Grey house, Mrs. Hilliard is in a criti- 
cal condition, and serious results may fol- 
low. The act was committed this morning 
about lv o'clock on the veranda of the 
Gray house. Smith was standing in front 
of the woman and deliberately threw a 
bottle full in her face, making a horri- 
ble wound, 

it seems that Smith has been boarding 
at the Grey house for some months past. 
idis wife has been there aiso, He Aad not 
paid any board and yesterday he Was in- 
tormed that he would have to jeave. Mrs. 
Hillard stated to Smith's wife that she 
needn't leave, as she felt sorry for her, 
and that she would assist her in getung 
home to her people. 

This morning Smith called at the Grey 
house to see his wife and she refused to 
come out. He thought that Mrs. Hiliard 
had caused her to refuse to see him, and 


* proceeded to take his revenge. He must 


have had his plans well laid, for as soon 
as Mrs. Hillard walked on the veranda 
he uncorked the bottle and pitched it in 
her face, 

He then ran down Fourth street, but 
Was captured by Officers Pierce and 
‘Thompson, When carried to the police sta- 
ticn he denied all knowledge of the crime, 
Saying that he had always been on good 
terms with Mrs. Hillard and that some 
one else had thrown the acid. When 
searched creosote and several other pois- 
ons were found on his person, 

Mrs. Hillard, who was almost crazed 
With pain, was taken to the office of Dr. 
Stapler, where her wounds were dressed. 
Her face was horribly burned and it is 
feared that she will lose her eyesight. 

Smith will be given a hearing before 
Recorder Freeman on Monday morning. 

This afternoon it was thought Smith 
would be lynched on account of his hein- 
ous crime. Crowds of men gathered on 
the streets and discussed stringing the 
man up. So great was the feeling that 
even Macon’s most prominent citizens 
stated they would lead any man to mete 
vengeance to the perpetrator. So alarm- 
ing did things become that it was thought 


best to get the man out of town, and

A NEGRO DESPERADO KILLED. 


He Was Drunk and Tried To Kill an 
Officer. 

Lake Park, Ga., December 9.—(Special.) 
At about 5 o'clock this afternoon Lake 
Park was thrown into great excitement 
by several shots being fired on one of its 
principal streets. Today being Saturda; 
there was a large crowd, mostly negroes, 
in town trading. Charles Cameron, a ne- 
gro, Was sporting a 38 six-inch Smith & 
Wesson pistol and seemed to think he 
owned the town. He was told to put ft 
up and behave several times, but he in- 
sisted on flashing it around, saying that 
the police and the whole damned town 
could not make him put up his pistol. 

The second time Mr. John Lofton, chief 
of police, went te him, the negro an- 
swered by shoving the pistol in his face, 
Saying: ‘Take it if you can,” whereupon 
Lofton let him go and stepped across 
the street, getting a double-barrel shot- 
gun loaded with buckshot, and deputized 
me. J. F. Hall 
negro. 

When Dr. Hall and Lofton returned to 
take Cameron he tried to get the drop on 
Dr. Hall, but Hall was too quick and 
covered the negro before he got his pis- 
tol up. Dr. Hall ordered Cameron to sur- 
render to Lofton. Cameron pretenaea to 
surrender, but instead caught Lofton’s 
shotgun in his left hand, firing on him 
with ‘his right -hand. Cameron's pist9! 
snapped twice and fired once. the ball 
striking Lofton’s club in his pocket. 
making only a flesh wound just over his 
heart. 

The first shot from Lofton’s gun ‘went 

in the floor, the second taking effect in 
Cameron's bowels, killing him almost in- 
stantly. 
_ As Cameron came out of the house 4e 
fired on Dr. Hall, missing him. Dr. Ha’l 
also fired two shots from a revolver at 
Cameron, but it is not known if they took 
effect.

All the evidence is directly 
against him, and it is generally beNeved 
that the neero Redd had noting ‘to do 
with the murder, and that his statement 
is ‘true, 

The statement made by Fuller in today’s 
Constitution 1s not believed by the offi- 
cers, as in ft he implicated Alfred Redd. 
Redd has always borne a good character, 
while Fuller has been jn jail on numerous 
occasions heretofore, and had been tried 
for murder. A number of people testified 
yesterday that he was a man of a mean 
disposition and that he was regarded as 
a ‘terror by all the negroes in his neich- 
borhood, most of them being afraid of 
him. 

Redd Will Be Released. 


Alfred Redd will be released tomorrow. 
That is the statement given out this 
morning by Sheriff Sam Westeott, who 
has stated all along that he d‘d not be- 
Neve the man guilty of ithe crime, and 
that he had no connection with ft. Redd 
is considered tthe most important witness 
for the state, as he was the last person 
to see Fuller with Mrs. Pottle on the 
night of November 2th, and he was the 
last person to cenverse with her. 

Redd has not yet been allowed to tes- 
tify. The coroner's jury requested per- 
mission to bring both him and Fuller to 
the inquest yesterday morning, but Judge 
Felton refused to grant permission, 

Redd was seen in jail today by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution, and made 
the following statement: : 

“I never killed Mrs. Pottle, and IT don't

FOURTH DAY OF THE MEETING 


Affecting Scene on the Superannua- 
tion of Dr. Hinton. 


IN THE MINISTRY FIFTY-THREE YEARS 


Reports of Committees Yesterday. 
Several Addresses Made by 
Leading Clergymen. 


Dublin, Ga., December &.—(Special.)—

The report was prepared and 
read by Dr. W. W. Pinson, of Macon, and 
adopted by a rising vote, with the re- 
quest that weekly papers of the state 
publish it. The eeport was able and 
much enjoyed by those who heard it. 

During the morning session strong ad- 
dresses on various subjects were made by 
Dr. Law, of Spartanburg, S. C., president 
of the American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety; Dr. C. E. Dowman, of Emory col- 
lege; Rev. Homer Bush, president of An- 
drews Female college, and Professor R. J. 
Strozier, of South Georgia college. 

Following the address of Professor 
Strozier the committee on education made 
its report 

A touching incident of the session was 
the superannuation of Dr. J. W. Hinton, 
presiding eleder of Columbus _ district. 
This was done at Dr. Hinton’s request, 
and the affection shown for the aged 
man by brother preachers was deep. Dr.

In aJnuary, 18%, Rev. B. L. Glenn and 
his wife went to Newnan and commenced 
teaching in a Iit'tle dilapidated shanty 
twenty-five feet long and thirteen feet 
wide, with two pupils. Before the end 
of the term the roll reached sixty-eight. 
From year to year this school sas  in- 


creased in tthe shanty. 

Mr. Glenn. while teaching from year 
to veur, Was busy raising funds for a 
suitable building. Now «the school has 
outgrown the shanty, and with the untir- 
ing efforts of these educators for their 
race, the old shanty is now torn down 
and a new. handsome building is being 
rapidly. completed. 

What this school has accomplished it 
is eneouraging to Know. Commencing in 
such humble quarters and suffering con- 


dition, much good has been done in ed- 
ucating moldin -and fashioning the 
young minds, inspiring them for high 


walks in life and to be good and Jaw- 
obeying citizens. From this humble 
Shanty several students have been pre- 
pared to teach in the common schools of 
the state and quite a number of students 
have been prepared for the higher insti- 
tutions of learning, namely: Atlanta 
university, Scotia seminary, N. Ce 
Haines’s institute and Tuskegee. All 
make good grades. In tthis school moral- 
ity is one of the  eardina! principles 
taught daily.

HEBREW FEAST DAY. 


Important of Jewish Festivals. 
One of our Hebrew correspondents sends 
us the following communication: 
“Editor Constitution—Allow me space 
in your journalistic columns as a mem- 
ber of ‘he Hebrew race to speak of the 
feast of Chun-koh (they rested on the 
— day), which we are now celebrat- 
ng. 

“On the 25th day of our month Kies- 
lew (26th of November), the Jews céle- 
brate the signal victory which the Mac- 


} 


cabees gained over their bitter enemies, 
the Greeks, about 241 years before the 
These 
enemies sought hard to destroy the Jew- 
ish religion and Vanquish and punish their 
peoples. 

“Antiochus, the Greek king, sought to 
stamp vut Judaism and @)rce the re- 
ligion of the Greeks upon them. This 
plunged the Jews and Greeks into a bitter 
and hotly contested warfare. The battle 
lasted so long and. the enemy was so 
Strong that the Jews began to grow 
tired in body, faint ig heart and despond- 


to the Greeks ‘and submitting to Anti- 
ochus. Wheh all hope had falled them 
it was Mattathias and his five sons who 
went out, mustered a smal! army, in- 
spired them to the point of irresistible 
courage and unfaltering determination, 
defeated the Greeks and scored a signal 
victory for the Jews and their religion. 

“After this the Jews enjoyed a well- 
earned rest for 200 years. 

“A great many people would like to 
know ‘Why Mattathias is called Maccabee. 
As they returned from victorious battle 
they entered the temple of the Lord 
exclaiming: ‘Mi-ka moka. Baelim, Jeho- 
vah. Who is like unto thee, O Lord, 
among the Gods” from which the in- 
Surgents received the name of Macca- 
bees. 

“The Chun-koh is celebrated in the fol- 
lowing manner for eight days: Every 
evening at 5 o'clock the man of the 
house gathers his family in one place 
and lights the candle in their presence, 
giving praise unto God, and places it in 
a visible place. This is a sign of God's 
past mercies to Israel. 

“The reason it is observed eight days 
is because when the Jews conquered the 
Greeks and returned to the temple they 
found but one pitcher of oil that had 
not been polluted by the enemy. This 
had the stamp of the high priest, which 
was a certificate of its purity and clean- 
liness. This supply of’ oil was sufficient 
to: keep the temple lighted eight days. 

“The Maccabees had to contend with 
two bitter enemies, the Greeks from with- 
out and Jews from within, as there were 
many of the Jews who wanted to bring 
into the religion of the Jews the philoso- 
phy of the Greeks, claiming that Greece 
is Zion and Athens is Jerusalem. This was 
also true of a certain class of modern 
Jews in Spain and France, who claim 
that Spain and France are Zion and 
Madrid and Paris are Jerusalem. Also 
there is the same class to be found jin 


' this country, who teach that America is 
Zion and Washington is Jerusalem.”

“Hlere lie buried the mortal remains of 
Kara Stiles Esqr., lawyer, of Westmin- 
ster, Vermont, who was born in Newport, 
Rhode Island, in 1759; educated in polite 
learning in the colleges of Yale and Har- 
vard: honored with the degree of master 
of arts; devoted himself to the study of 
jurisprudence and the laws; excelled as a 
judiciary and was an eloquent orator tn 
pleading causes in court, He was a mem- 
ber of the Agricultural Society. On a 
journey to North Carolina he was seizeu 
with disease at the tenth milestone from 
Kedenton; suffering there for five days, at 
length he was carried of by a sudden 
and untimely death on the 22 day of 
Aug., 1784, in the 26 year of his age. He 
left surviving a wife and two lovable and 
bereaved little daughters. His father, 
Rey Ezra Stiles, doctor of sacred the- 
ology, president-@f Yale coHege, took 
care that this stone, memorial and at the 
time sad history should be placed 
at the grave of his deceased son.’’ 
Many visitors go to Edenton to see the 
various things in the way of relics of the 
old colonial capital of North Carolina.

‘The Germans, as I told you, have the 
bulk of everything now, but you must re- 
member that the country is an undevelep- 
ead empire. Take the state of Rio Grande 
do Sul. It is bigger than Pennsylvania 
and New York combined, and it has only 
200,000 population. It could easily support 
1,000,000. The Brazillans are anxious to 
have the country opened up. I called 
upon the governors and other leading 
men of that section, and they told me 
that they would receive our capitalists 
and immigrants with open arms and 
would give them almost anything they 
might ask. The Germans are at present 
not coming to South America. I have 
been tn Germany within the past month, 
and I find that the people there have a!l 
they can do to attend to their own busi- 
ness. Times were never so good in Ger- 
many as thev are now. The factories are 
all busy, and in most of them you have 
to wait a year to have your orders filled. 
The German government is discouragigz 
emigration. It wants its people to stay 
at home and work the soil.” 

ELECTRICITY. 

‘What chance is there for electricity in 
southern Brazil?’ 

“The opportunities are very great in- 
deed,”’ replied the consul general. The 
state of Santa Catharina ts full of water- 
falls, and electrical power could be de- 
veloped by them. At present the only 
factories of that state are managed by 
man or horse power. All Kinds of fac- 
tories might be established, and especial- 
lv cotton factories, for the soil grows ex- 
cellent cotton. It is the same in Rio 
Grande do Sul. In that state there are 
many good concessions to be obtained. 
One of the best would be a‘*railroad from 
Porto Alegre to the harbor opposite it 
on the Atlantic, and an extension of the 
trunk line which goes from Porto Alegre 
to the west, thereby joining with the 
Argentine Republic and 
Millions could be made, I be- 
lieve, by that enterprise, if the proper 
parties should undertake it.”

It is gratifying to Know that this cabal 
of malignant men, who assailed the char- 
acter of Washington, represented only 

small portion of the American people, 
and that even their discordant voices 
were no longer heard* after he retired 
from public life to the repose of Mount 
Vernon. It is well Known that General 
Washington refused to recelve iny com- 
pensation for his eight years invaluable 
services in the American revolution, but 
it is not geenerally Known that he was 
suffering from financial embarrassment 
when he retired from public life in 1797, 
This fact was recently brought out ina 
letter that Washington wrote to General 
Hienry Lee, in which he said that he “left 
the presidency pinched in purse.”’ 

Soon after returning to Vernon, Wash- 
ington wrote to Baron Steuben that he 
had become ‘‘a private citizen on the 
banks of the Potomac,” where, he said, 
he hoped to spend the rest of his days 
‘in cultivating the affections of all good 
men and in the practice of the domestic 
virtues.”’ 

The well-earned rest of the illustrious 
patriot was to last less than three years. 
Up to two days of his death Washington 
was in the enjoyment of excellent health. 
In fact, during thé whole of the last year 
was in a better physical 
condition than he had been during the 
first year of his presidency. The distin- 
guished American artist, Rembrandt 
Peale, reeords in his manuscript notes 
that ‘“‘the last time he had the advant- 
age of seeing Washington was in the 


‘spring of 1799, in the ruddy glow of per- 


fect health.’’ In December of the same 
year his favorite nephew, Lewis, was a 
visitor at Mount Vernon, and wrote; “‘The 


sprightly manner caused me to remark 
that I had never seen the general look 
so well.” On the 10th of December, 1799, 
he completed the draft of an elaborate 
plan for the management of Mount Ver- 
non, laying down the rotation of the crops 
for a succession of years in advance. On 
the morning of the 12th he rode out to 
his farms, which was his daily habit. 
The manuscript diary of his private sec- 
retary, Coionel Tobias Lear, which was for 
many years supposed to be lost, furnishes 
a minute account of the last days of the 
life of Washington. From this interest- 
ing record we learn that, at 10 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, December 12th, Wash- 
ington rode out and did not return until 
8:39 in the afternoon. Soon after he left 
the weather became very bad, rain, hail 
and snow falling alternately, with a cold 
wind. When the general came-back from

Thus died, after 
an illness of less than twenty-four hours, 
the most exalted character that ever 
lived.
